It was brought out in the testimony 
that one Harry Gartrell, an agent of 
the Rev. Mr. Williams, had wormed his 
way into Jamieson's confidence by 
making capital of the fact that both 
belong to the same fraternal organiza- 
tion and church. The plan to gain Ja- 
mieson’s confidence, it was brought 
out, had been outlined by the preacher. 
Then, taking advantage of his ac- 
quaintanceship of a year’s standing, 
Gartrell had rushed into Jamieson’s of- 
fice, pleaded he was in dire distress, 
and asked Jamieson to obtain some 
whisky for him. 

Entrapment Denounced. 

“This is the plainest case of entrap- 
ment I ever saw,“ commented the 
commissioner when the evidence was 
in.

serving ot kumquats, I wai} glad to find 
the following recipe in “ The Florida | 
Tropical Cook Book,” got ip and edited 
by the Aid society of the First Pres- 
liyterian church here: 

* Carefully 


Crystajlized Kumquats-— 
wash the fruit and cool in boiling 


water until tender and transparent. 
changing water as necessary to elim- 
inate oll. Drain and boil jhalf an hour 
in sirup. Use one cupful of sugar and 
one-half cupful of water. Make this 
in sufficient quantity to cover the fruit. 
Boll until the sirup spins a thread. 
Drop the fruit Into the sirup, and when 
if is clear drain the sirup «iff and place 
fruit on plates or on oflid paper to 
dry. If not thoroughly «andied, the 
sirup may be reheated and fruit re- 
boiled, but care must de taken not to 
toughen by too — bol ing.“
